The system 
therefore was shown to have short¬ 
comings, aside from the great 
waste of time involved. 

In toe tour years of this parlia¬ 
ment countless hours of valuable 
debating tone have had to make 
Way fof this archaic way of vot¬ 
ing.

Barbecuing 

The secret to suqc^ssful barbe¬ 
cuing is a glowing bed of coals. 
Leaping flames may be pictures¬ 
que, but when it comes to cooking 
a solid bed of glowing coals does 
the job. Whether charcoal, wood 
or other fuel is used, light the 
fire sufficiently in advance so that 
it will have burned down to coals 
when cooking starts. 

The grill is usually placed 4-5 
inches above the coals. At this 
distance the heat is right for 
thorough cooking. 

Sbish Kabobs will be done in 
20-30 minutes. 

Hamburgers in 8-10 minutes. 
Larger pieces of meat will take 
20-30 minutes per pound. 

Before you put the grill on top 
of the barbecue and start cooking, 
tap the gray ash off the coals. Ash 
holds the heat back, acts as an 
insulator. Use a poker or tongs to 


outside to increase heat narrow 
it. This is the old gypsy way of 
roasting — good technique for even 
roasting. 

To add moro coals — For a re 

serve supply of hot coals, warm 
extras around the edge of your 
fire after its ready for cooking. 
Don’t top your fire with cold coals 
—they’ll lower your temperature 
more than you think.

To avoid flare-ups: Keep handy 
a clothes sprinkler filled with wat¬ 
er to put out flare-ups caused by 
fat drippings. Use only enough to 
do the trick — don’t soak the 
’ coals. 

! At the end of the barbecue you 
j can dunk hot coals in water and 
dry for use another time. 

Test of Fire 

By Mississippi Method: Hold the 
palm of your hand over the coals 
at cooking level. If you can count 
■ one 'Mississippi, two Mississippi, 
i three Mississippi before jerking 
, your hand away, the fire is right 
for steaks, burgers or chops and 
kabobs. 

M its unde on the first Missis¬ 
sippi, the coals are too hot for al¬ 
most anything. A four Mississippi 
is fine for roasts; a lazy five to 
seven Mississippi fire for spare- 
ribs or pork chops. 

Arrangements of Coals 

For steaks, chops and most grill 
cooking use a polka dot arrange¬ 
ment. Once coals are hot enough 
for broiling, place them about half 
an inch apart under grill area that 
you will use. This will give even 
heat and reduce flare-ups when 
fat drips down. If you plan to use 
only half your grill space, arrange 
coals accordingly and save fuel. 

For Kabobs: String burning 
coals in parallel rows along fire¬ 
box so they are spaced in between 
rows of kabobs above, also have 
coals around sides of barbecue. 

' This same arrangement is efficient 
if you have line-up skewers, one 
•with meat, one with baking pot¬ 
atoes and so on. 

For Roasts and Birds: Form an 
oval of live coals around and 
slightly larger than the roast or 
bird on spit - the meat should 
not be directly over the coals. To 
slow fire down, pull ring toward 


Here’s a trick to save fuel and 
keep your barbecue new looking, 
i Line the fire-box with heavy duty 
aluminum foil (or line the ash pit 
, if there is a grate to hold the 
- coals). Then you place gravel or 
spedal insulating pellets, then 
charcoal right on top of foil. The 
1 foil reflects the heat back on the 
> food and speeds up cooking. Also 
1 keeps your equipment cleaner, it 
1 catches the melted fat and drip- 
1 pings. 

The layer of gravel or insulating 
pellets, about 1 inch deep helps 
prevent burning out of the fire box; 
also lets air in so heat is distri¬ 
buted more evenly. After half a 
dozen barbecues, wash gravel in 
hot water, spread out to dry 
thoroughly. (If your fire-box is per¬ 
forated on the bottom, there will 
be no need for gravel). 


Cut a garlic dove or two in half 
and toss on the coals while you 
are grilling steaks or lamb kabobs. 
The aroma will delight your kibit¬ 
zers, the flavor will be subtle. 
When you roast pork or ham on 
the rotisserie wait until meat is 
almost done, then drop a spiral 
of orange or lemon peel in the 
fire. Tantalizing whiff! Especially 
wonderful with grilled duckling. 

Smoka Flavor: Soak hickory 
chips or fruit woods in water. Let 
charcoal fire burn down to low 
even heat. Then add damp hick¬ 
ory chips or fruit woods. Place 
food on grill or spit. Cover barbe¬ 
cue tightly and let’er cook. This 
is a slow process and cannot be 
speeded up. 

For quick smoke flavor: Toss a 
few damp hickory chips over coals 
at end of cooking time. 

Another way to get a smoke 
flavored finish — brush liquid 
smoke or sprinkle smoke salt over 
meat before cooking or add it to 
the barbecue sauce. 

Trim Steak: Spear some of the 
steak trimmings and rub over hot 
grill or broiler basket, this keeps 
the steak from sticking and sends 
up a fine aroma for kibitzers to 
sniff. 


For gourmet flavor, mix a mar¬ 
inade 24 hours ahead to mellow at 
room temperature before adding 
meat. Some marinades make a 
good sauce to pass with meat. 

A tangy marinade does things 
for a less-tender (and less costly) 
cut of meat, like rump or chuck 
roast. Put meat and marinade in 
a big plastic bay; twist top; knot. 
Place all on tray or in shallow 
pan. Let meat marinate in refrig¬ 
erator 2-3 days to tender up and 
take on spicy flavor. Turn bag 
occasionally. (Or you may use 
bowl and turn meat).

Not much scientific evidence for, c

Men are now j| 
working in related fields, especi- e 
ally the area of allelochemics, i< 
which is the study of plant excere- y 
Won on one another. And the bio- tl 
dynamic association has done h 
some remarkable work on comp, ti 
anions by making circular paper 
chromatograms.

The study of companion planting I 
has been largely the trials and q 
errors of individual gardeners up v 
to this point. “While scientists g 
have studied the allelochemic ef- c 
feds of weeds and trees and gras- li 
ses, we Tiave neglected it when 
dealing with food plants. Maybe t 
this is because the negative ef- - 
fects are easier to measure than 
stimulation.” 

Allelochemical effects may be a 
due to why companion planting 
works. If plants exert substan¬ 
ces that hinder germination, help 
dissolve soil so roots can push 
through and perform other funct¬ 
ions, it’s not much of a jump to 
substances that can enhance the 
growth of certain other plants 
nearby. 

“It’s reasonable to judge that 
allelopathic effects (negative in¬ 
fluences of plants on one another) 
are common and that observed 
cases stand out from a background 
of more widespread less conspicu¬ 
ous effects on plant growth and 
populations.” 

Allelopathy might be an explan¬ 
ation for hostilities between food 
crops, such as between onions and 
peas. “In one shrub type, the 
chaooraral,” rainwash carries a 
variety of more or less toxic sub¬ 
stances, many of them phenolic 
compounds to the soil Where they 
inhibit the growth of herb seeds. 

On some soils, chapparal pat¬ 
ches are surrounded by belts of 
bare soil one or two meters wide 
and devoid of herbs and grasses. 
Walnut trees produce juglone 
washed from leaves to the soil that 
show the same effect. 

Cereal crops and weeds also pro¬ 
duce allelopathic compounds. Some 
insects have developed an ability 
to locate their food by smelling 
out these compounds on the leaves. 
Evidently these phonolic substan¬ 
ces exuded from both roots and 


leaves, enable certain plants to 
claim “turf” for their own. They 
literally poison out other plants— 
and even themselves iq some cas¬ 
es. 

Old field grasses (those that de¬ 
velop on an abandoned field after 
a number of years) inhibit nitro¬ 
gen-fixing bacteria in the soil and 
myconhizal fungi necessary for 
tree growth. This is one possible 
explanation why we have such 
vast prairies. 

Interaction 

The total interaction of all the 
substances and the bacteria, in¬ 
cluding the distance from roots or 
surface are a major feature of the 
internal pattering of the soil 
ecosystem. In other words the soil 
is structed and works in certain 
ways because of the effects of all 
the chemicals that plants pump 
into the soil to protect their in¬ 
terests. 

Plant excretions are also used 
as protection against disease. 
Healthy plants can excrete more 
quantities of these substances, 
which are often antibiotic and fun¬ 
gicidal. That’s another reason why i 
crops in an organic garden are i 
less prone to disease. i

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Politicians Must Be Responsible To People 


The recent furore brought on by the opposition in Ottawa has forced 
the Liberals to back-track on their bill which, if passed, would eliminate any 
news stories, advertising or election matter being published one full day pre¬ 
vious to, and on, election day. 

The opposition, with the support of the press, indicated this was noth¬ 
ing more or less than a censorship which could not be tolerated in a supposedly 
peaceful democracy. 

The press has long been the watchdog of the Ottawa parliamentary 
scene, and its exposes have often corrected matters which were in the public 
interest. 

The majority of the newsmen feel the only way to control a politician 
is for the elimination of big business campaign donations and let the candidate 
fight it out on the financial memberships from the “little people." In this 
manner the politician, without fear or favor, can legislate intelligently and 
for his constituents. 

In the world of questionable politics today, many elected representat¬ 
ives only constitute a working relationship with citizens of their constituency 
at election time. True, the representative makes the periodical visit, some nice 
words, a pat on the back, the taking of notes on this and that subject, and 
after the big day is over he becomes dormant as far as producing any action 
for his supporters or looking after their problems is concerned. 

There is no question that the once dignified way of Canadian politics, 
both on the federal and provincial level, are a thing of the past. 

It is something like the old Roman Colliseum. The backbenchers are the 
cheering section for their gladiators who manfully fill the atmosphere with 
verbage and rhetoric on the floor of the house. Like the gladiators of old they 
have been given previous instructions. Everyone hears them out, and then 
bangs desks or cheers depending on who is winning. While up in the throne 
area the prime minister, like Roman Emperors, benignly "fingers a rose" and 
knowing the entire image is a great Canadian farce which must be carried 
out to appease the public. 

The time has arrived when the people must make government work for 
them, not the politicians, not special ethnic groups, not big interests.

Today you would be hard pressed to find a modern power boat owner 
who before taking a spin around his favourite lake even thought about witches 
or sea monsters.

The only monster he will ever encounter is CARELESSNESS, but only 
if he fails to practice simple rules of Red Cross water safety. 

The anxieties of modern power boat owners are minor compared to the 
fears which haunted seamen of old. A yachtsman in the fifteenth century was 
apprehensive of everything from sea monsters breathing molten pitch to the 
spells of ocean going witches. 

During the summer months the Canadian Red Cross Water Safety Ser¬ 
vice urges all power boat owners to know and practice these simple rules: 
—Before setting ou^ check the fuel supply. Avoid smoking when refueling. 
—Check all equipment, and make sure it is all functioning well. 

—Check navigation lights, battery, gas can, and be sure bilges are free of oil, 
rags. 

—Always keep radio, first aid kit, extra line, anchor, tool kit, and flares 
aboard. That way you’ll be equipped to deal with any emergency. 

—Don’t overcrowd your boat. 

—Carry a government approved lifejacket for each passenger, and make sure 
passengers, especially children, know how to wear and use them. 

—Stay tuned to weather reports. If a storm threatens, head for shore. 

—The Red Cross Water Safety Service urges you to learn and obey the "rules 
of the road.” When making sharp turns, or passing row boats, canoes or 
other small craft, especially in narrow waters — SLOW DOWN. 

—Stay away from swimming area and watch out for scuba divers (indicated 
by official flag: red with white diagonal). 

—Drinking and boating don’t mix. 

—Should your boat capsize remember that a boat afloat is much safer and 
more easily spotted than one lone person adrift. Use your boat as a life raft. 
Hang on! 

—Always be on the alert for “deadheads” or partially submerged obstacles.
